To the Inhabitants of the Town of Kingston, N. H., in the 
County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs:

You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said King- 
ston, on Tuesday, the 8th day of March next, at 9.30 of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. ‘To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 


fray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropria- 
tion for same. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $100 for books, and $50 for repairs on Nichols 
Memorial Library. 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of 943.92 for street lights. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,000.00 for State Aid Maintenance.( The State 
will pay the same.) 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$1,500.00 for Trunk Line Maintenance. (The State will 
pay the same.) 


8. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid money 
for road construction. The Town will raise and appropriate 
$1,089.00. The State will pay the same, said money to be 
expended on Exeter Road. 


9. By petition, to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $800.00 for repairs on Little River Road, so- 
called, beginning where the work terminated last fall. 


10. By petition, to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500.00 for repairs on the Hunt 
Road, so-called. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to be expended in co-operation with the 
State for the control of pine blister rust. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and apropriate 
the sum of $2,000.00 (provided the State does the same) 
for the completion of the road and bridge on the so-called 
Kingston and Plaistow Road. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00, the State to pay the same, for the 
bridge at South Kingston. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to accept the gift of 
$1,000.00 to the Town by the will of the late Elizabeth Ab- 
bott Carlton, that much of the income that is necessary for 
the care of her family burial lot in Kingston Cemetery; the 
balance of the income to be used in the general care of the 
Old Plains Cemetery, so-called.

It was voted that the Selectmen and Treasurer be, and 
they are hereby instructed to borrow a sum of money, in an- 
ticipation of the taxes to be collected, not to exceed $15,000, 
if necessary, and give notes of the Town therefor. 


As a committee to purchase the tractor snow plow, the 
chair appoints George B. Stevens and Walter S. Bartlett to 
serve with the Selectmen. 


At 3.30 voted to adjourn the meeting.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The year 1926-1927 will go down in history as a banner 
year for Kingston School affairs. During this period of 
time, we have made certain. improvements which have been 
badly needed for some time. The outstanding improvement 
has been made in the South Kingston School building, in 
which we have installed new toilets, and an up to date heat- 
ing system. Also, we have, through the generosity of a 
group of public spirited citizens, installed electric hghts in 
that room. Through the assistance of other public spirited 
citizens, we have installed lights in the West Kingston and 
Plains Schools, and we hope to have them installed in Patten 
School soon. Before the opening of school last fall, we ren- 
ovated and painted the interior of every school room in town, 
which is now in use. The dangerous and unsightly ceiling 
of the West Kingston Primary School was replaced with a 
steel ceiling at the same time. 

The best agent that make for proper school conditions is 
the community. Therefore good schools is active public in- 
terest, which has made these improvements possible. Much 
credit is due to the Kingston Parent-Teachers’ Association 
which is helping to to keep this interest alive.

These same tests have been given to many pupils of the cor- 
responding grades in other towns and cities, and we have a 
record of the scores made by the pupils in each grade of 
those towns and cities. By comparing our pupils’ marks 
with those made in the other places, our teachers have a re- 
liable guide for judging just what quality of work our pupils 
are doing. | 


ASK TO SEE THE NEw ARITHMETIC PRACTICE EXERCISES. 


This year the schools have been supphed with some new 
practice exercises in arithmetic. They are bound into pamph- 
lets and are called “The Arithmetic Work Books.” We are 


MorAL INSTRUCTION IN THE SCHOOLS. 


The religion of behavior includes the principles of honesty, 
reverence, kindness, courage, temperance, fair-play, justice, 
thrift, industry, ete., including many other such character- 
istics. 

In our efforts to build those principles into the characters 
of our boys and girls the following measures are taken: 

- 1—N’° teacher is given a license to teach in this State whose 
. moral character has not been certified to by three per- 

sons, and her license is permanently taken away if im- 

morality is proved. a 
*—The Bible or Bible stories may be read in the morning 

exercises, | 
3—The morning session is opened with prayer. 
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4—TJnspirational poems or psalms are memorized. 

5—Reading books are chosen that contain character-build- 
ing material. 

6—Books describing the lives and accomplishments of great 
men are put into the school library. 

%—The teacher in her class-room discipline and play- 
ground supervision attempts to require the pupils to 
follow those principles of behavior in their school life. 

8—Character-building stories are told, dramatizations and 
discussions, etc., are held. 

The above principles in the religion of behavior are com- 

mon to all creeds, hence should be taught in the public schools. 

The religion of beltef is sectarian; its principles vary ac- 

cording to the denomination of the church. Hence, these 
should not be taught in the public schools, but reserved for 
the Sunday or Church school and home. They include such 
items as the following: 

1—Must a person be baptized in order to be acceptable to 
God ? 

2—Was Jesus a divine being, or was He a perfect man? 

3—Is it true that Jonah was in a whale three days? 

4—Will Christ return in person to rule on earth 1,000 
years ? 

5—Did Peter really found the church in Rome? 

6—Did the crucifixion of Christ relieve us from the conse- 
quences of our own sins? 


SCHOOL OBSERVANCE OF HOLIDAYS. 


Labor Day, Columbus Day, Armistice Day, Thanksgiving 
Day, New Year’s Day, Washington’s Birthday, Fast Day, 
Flag Day, Memorial Day and Arbor Day are the ten holi- 
days that occur while school is in session. 

In New Hampshire seven of these are so-called “legal holi- 
days.” The term “legal holiday” does not mean that schools 
must not keep, or that factories, stores, and banks must be 
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closed; it merely means that if a check or note is so dated 
that it falls due on that holiday, it cannot be collected until 
the next succeeding business day. ) 

‘To close a school on each of the ten holidays would shorten 
each pupil’s school year by two weeks. 

Columbus was a deep student of geography and mathe- 
matics. It is quite certain that he would prefer our children 
to celebrate his discovery of America by regular attendance 
at school, where special attention would be given to his cour- 
age, perseverance and life, and their knowledge of geography 
and mathematics increased by loyal work in their regular 
lessons. 

He would not prefer that the schools be closed and that the 
pupils spend the day in idleness. 

A similar argument apples to nearly all the other holidays.
